It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the telephone interview, the examiner suggested 
amendments for consideration of allowance. The amendments included cancellation of claims 11-14 for failing to recite 
"selecting means" and amendments into the independent claims to distinguish the invention from well known network 
management systems such as those taught in the prior art of record. Because the present invention is drawn to 
cooperative terminals, i.e. printers and scanner, to share status information rather than general network management 
system, an amendment was suggested to narrow the claims to reflect the invention as disclosed. The applicant 
declined the invitation to amend and requested the invitation to amend be made part of the formal record in writing. 
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
